PRAGUE, March 19 
(UP) 
Czechoslovakia moved today to ease 
the European crisis by giving 3,231,688 Germans within its borders a 
proportionate share in local and national administrations. 
The government, seeking to wipe out a post-war sore spot that 
threatened the peace of Europe because of Fuehrer Adolf Hitler’s 
determination to place a "protective” hand on Germans living outside 
of Germany’s frontiers, announced that a bill would be introduced 
in parliament to improve the status of the German minority. 
Under the measure, the number of Germans entitled to hold office 
in every branch of the various administrations would correspond with 
the 
number of Germans living 
within the jurisdiction of each ad­ 
ministration.

Dollfuss government, com­ 
mitted suicide last night at his 
country home where he was under 
protective custody, it was disclo- 
ed today. 
His 
suicide 
followed 
th a t 
of 
Maj. Emil Fey, who was minister 
of defense under Dollfuss when 
the “m a rty r chancellor” was kill­ 
ed in the Nazi putsch of 1934. 
Fey shot his wife, their son and 
himself Wednesday; Neustaedter- 
Stuerm er shot himself, a t his es­ 
tate near Moedling. 
It was understood th at Baron 
Karl Karwinsky, who was minister 
of justice under Dollfuss, was a r ­ 
rested several days ago. 
Bath with Dollfuss 
Baron Karwinsky and Maj. Fey 
were the only two ministers with 
Dollfuss in his chancellory when 
the Nazis seized the building and 
shot Dollfuss, who bled to death. 
N eustaedter-Stiierm er was out­ 
side the chancellory, commanding 
forces loyal’ to the government. 
He 
threatened to bombard 
the 
chancellory with artillery if the 
Nazis did not surrender, but Fey, 
in a dram atic appeal from a bal­ 
cony with Nazis guarding him. in­ 
duced him not to. 
From th a t time 
N eustaedter-Stiierm er 
and 
Fey 
were bitter enemies. 
As the suicides and arrests of 
Dollfuss men continued, hundreds 
of Nazis made pilgrimages to the 
j tomb of Otto Plannetta, who was 
executed for the m urder of Doll- 
fuss. 
Flowers, with ribbons in­ 
scribed 
“You 
Have 
Conquered 
A fter All,” were placed on the 
grave. 
The nearby tomb of Hana 
Domines, hanged afterw ards as a 
Nazi plotter, was similarly deco­ 
rated. 
Nazis also paid honors to Adolf 
H itler a t the house where he lived 
j in a Vienna workers class district 
before the w ar 
A guard of honor 
was placed at the door and gar- 
lands 
of 
flowers

peer of their fellow-students now.” 
“The 
self-supporting 
student 
may be a m em ber of the hest 
social circles and every precau­ 
tion is taken in arranging place­ 
ments to avoid perm itting the em­ 
ployer to feel anything but re­ 
spect for the student workers,” Dr. 
Clewed said. 
He said it was “out of date” now 
for students to perform irrelevant 
tasks under “extremely bad w ork­ 
ing conditions.” 
“ It is our aim,” he said, “to fit 
applicants 
into 
positions 
from 
which they have more to gain than 
the 
financial 
remuneration 
in­ 
volved. 
W ork of the right kind, 
especially if related to the field 
for which the student is training, 
may afford contacts and experi­ 
ence which m ay be a complement 
to his studies.” 
The University of Pennsylvania 
places approxim ately 2,000 stud­ 
ents in various jobs each year, Dr. 
O rw ell 
said. 
Despite this, 
the 
university 
discourages 
elaborate 
plans of student self-support. 
“Work th at 
takes more than 
20 hours a week outside the class­ 
room is likely to curtail seriously 
tho time a student needs for study 
arid necessary recreation and rest 
periods,*' Dr. Clewed said. 
He noted “a definite trend” to­ 
ward endowing scholarships that 
provide for the student's expenses 
at college as well as tuition.

peditious consideration of the bill.

LONDON (UP) — For reasons 
of “national defense,” Great B rit­ 
ain is trying to step up the pro­ 
duction of home-growTi timber. 
Sir Roy Robinson, chairman of 
the F orestry Commission, invited 
owners of timber lands to a pri­ 
vate conference with the commis­ 
sion to discuss methods of push­ 
ing upward the present output of 
around 47,000.000 cubic feet per 
annum. 
The World W ar showed pain­ 
fully th at imports of foreign tim ­ 
ber take up tonnage which is des­ 
perately needed for food supplies. 
In addition the w ar resulted in 
cutting down hurriedly some 500,- 
000 acres of Britain’s best timber. 
Main objectives of the Forestry 
Commission, established in 1920, 
are to 
expand Britain’s tim ber 
lands until there is a “w ar re ­ 
serve” of standing timber equal 
tc three years’ consumption and to 
create an annual output of between 
100.000.000 and 125,000,000 cubic 
feet, 
compared with the present 
47.000.000 cubic feet. 
. To 
this 
end 
the 
commission 
plans to increase its own plantings 
from tho present 30,000 acres per 
annum to 
around 
40,000 
acres, 
while continuing 
its 
instructions 
and exhortations to private owners 
to plant more trees and to take 
care of those already growing. 
No headway has been made in 
displacing 
foreign-grown 
timber. 
It is estimated that in 1937 the 
total imports of foreign timber 
constituted about 94 percent of the 
country’s lumber consumption.

does not bloom? 
I have had it a long time. 
ANSW ER: 
The African violet, although one of the m ost sa tis­ 
factory house plants, if properly grown, is also one of the m ost 
tantalizing. If you put it in an east or north window and w ater it 
regularly, I would suggest a little*^ 
each day; never allow* the soil to 
become muddy; 
and fertilize it 
occasionally, according to the in­ 
structions in our house plant bul­ 
letin, it should bloom. 
You may 
obtain this bulletin from your local 
county agricultural agent. 
QUESTION; I have a Persian 


extremely beneficial. 
By heavy 
w atering I mean enough to soak 
down to a depth of three to five 
inches. 
QUESTION: W hat is the shrub 
th a t has small yellow flowers on 
it this early in M arch? 
A N SW ER: 
You have no doubt 
seen the dainty flowers of the Cor­ 
inne which, although it was full of ne**an cherry, or Cornus mas. 
I t 
is one of our finest shrubs anti is 
flowers when I bought it, has not 
flowered since. 
Would you advise 
transplating it? 
ANSW ER: W ithout seeing your 
lilac, it is difficult to say why it 
has not bloomed. 
Some of the 
difficulties m ight be that the lilac 
should be grown in full sunlight, 
that it prefers an alkaline soil, 
and that it should be fertilized 
more or less regularly. 
For this, 
I would recommend a small hand­ 
ful of a complete commercial fer­ 
tilizer, with an analysis of 4-12-4, 
scattered 
over 
a 
couple square 
yards around the plant. 
If, after 
all these things, it does not bloom, 
it would be difficult to say w'hat is 
the m atter with it. 
QUESTION: 
I am interested in 
planting some English ivy in my I 
front yard underneath some trees. 
Is any special preparation of the 
soil necessary? 
ANSW ER: 
Any plants respond 
to 
thorough 
preparation of the 
soil, which includes the incorpora­ 
tion of some organic m atter such 
as peat moss or rotted leaves if 
• the soil is clay or sandy. 
In addi- 
i tion to this, I would apply a 4-12-4 
j commercial fertilizer at the rate 
of four pounds per IOO square feet. 
Since you are planting underneath 
the tree where it is going to be 
rather dry during the summer, you 
will find that heavy w atering once 
a week during dry spells will be
